his Book which he calls the great Myſtery of the grear 
Whore unfolded, Londen, Printed in Anno 1659, by him 
written againſt my Book , which is againſt all their

prove all theſe to be crue againſt him » for ſo much as concerns me I will bring 
our my ptinted ſayings, face to face, againſt his printed accuſations againſt me, 
which are naw bcth unalterable either by him or me. 

Burt firſt on Gods part I affirm, That thou George Fox Quaker, doſt in thatth 
Book deale Satanically, and alſo treacherouſly even with G:d himſelf, and with 
his holy Apoſtle St, Paul, by thy wickedly falſefying the very words of the holy 
Scripture, to deceive people with by thy fallacy to adyance your conceitcd total 
redemprion from all fin, and aQual' finning , where thou doſt affirm in thy 
Book that St. Pau! found viftory over the body of fin, and that he ſaid, they 
were made free from ſin,by thy perverting Rom 6. And thou Geerge Fox there- 
to alſo ſaycſt thar St. Paul knew the Renopcn which the Creatures waited 
for, the liberty of the ſons of God whereby thou daſt plainly intimate that Sr. 
Paul then enjoyed a perfe& Redemprion from ating any fin, even in his then 
preſent perſonal poſſeflion , which 1 ſhall prove is the very truth, the very life 
of our Quakiſh Religion ; bur behold thou deluding Grorge Fox, that St. Pau!

23.. which words 
of St, Pal do infallibly prove, that thou George Fox doſt treacherouſly falſekie the

only in Chriſt Gods only begotten Son, their ſanRifying Superiour, by their faich 
Joyning with God their ſanRifiery ina conjugal accepration , and a ſacred loving 
affe&ion en borh ſides, in an everlaſting communitie with God, by Gods free 

ace which is in full effeR affirmed in Fobn 17. 21, 22, 23. bur George Fox in; 
that his falfifying of the very holy Scripture words aforeſaid ſtriveth ro uphold 
his Luciferian afarping pride, by his being upon evidence charged in the x0. page 
of their Souls errand, that he George Fox {aid he was equal with God, which is 
alſo largely proved againſt him in the 23, page of my other book, that he George 
Fox dargperres the Scriptures divers wayesſtriving mainly to prove himſelf to 
be equal with God, without any diftin&ion of equality. berwixt him a ſelf-proved 
notorious lying finning creature» and God his perfetly holy glorious Creator , 
bur God doth ſharply reprove all-ſuch uſunping Luciferians > where God faith 
thus, I am the Lord, that is my Name, and my glory will 1 not give to another, 
Iſa. 42. 8. But thus apparantly and undeniably George Fox hath proved himſelf 
again to be a blaſphemous falſeher of the very words of the holy Scripture , to 
deceive the people with, 

And new again beloved, behold how treacherouſly George Fox doth falſchie the 
very words of the holy Scripture to deceive _ with,and himſelf alſo,where hc 
in his Book doth afhm, that God was in Chriſt reconciling himſelf ro the world, 
bur God in his Scriptures doth nor ſay ſo, bur they on the flat contrary, proving 
Geor2e Fox to be a preſumpruous lyar, do ſay thus, that God was in Chriſt recon- 
ciling ( not himlelf to the world, as thou Satanically affirmeſt ) bur reconciling 
the world unto himſclf, not imputing, their treſpaſſes unto them , 2-Cor.5, 19; 

Bur thou George Fox by thar thy. dire falſefying the very words of the holy 
Scripture, doſt even in full effect, render God as if he were the treſpaſſer, and 
the hely world to be ſo highly diſpleaſed with God for his treſpaſſes , that Chriſt 
muſt be the means to reconcile God the treſpafſer unto the holy world, being

grace and mercy held ferth to the world, by Gods being in Chriſt, 
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And now ſecondly, I ſhall ſer forth to oe view, that thou George Fox doſt 
in thy Book eyen very many wayes helliſhly belie,and doſt treacherouſly Nlander 
me and other men; And firſt 1 do affirm, that thou George Fox doſt in thy Table

28. page ſay ro you Quakers, and I do accuſe George For again by his particular 
name to be one of them, So ſay | ro-George Fox and many others of the princi- 
pal Quakers, how highly God doth by theſe Scriptures advance Chrifts death 
and bloodſhed , and doth rorally exclude works, whether wrought by men or by 
any ſpirit in man whatſoever, for mens juſtification, ( note that my diſtinion ) 
for mens juſtification; and I cite to prove that to be true, Rom. 3. 24. 25. bur be- 
cauſe thou George Fox, whom I called by thy particular name to-rake notice of 
cheſe my words, and plain diſtintion allo » and yer doſt Satan like, not onely 
change my words, bur doſt alſo treacherouſly leave quite our, that my plain di- 
Rin&ion for mens juſtifications and then doſt falſly affirm with thy impudenrt

Foraſmuch as 1 have received from amongſt the deluded Quakers, a treache- 
rous lying book of Geo ge Fox his framinggand divers raging & railing letters from 
other Quakers, againſt me and my book, and that in all their quakiſh,rage, they 
have'not deyiſed ſo much as any one paultry excuſe for all their manifold notori-

9g, Two men went wp into the Temple to pr ay, 
th» one a Ph:ryiſee, and the other a Publ'can, ver. yo. the Phariſee food and prayed 
thus with himſ lf; Go4, I thank thee that I av not as other mes are, extortton'ss, 
u2juſt, adultere's,, or even as this Publican, ver. 11. 1 faſt twice in the week, 1 
give Tithes of all that I poſſeſſ*, ver. 12. Axd th: Publican ſtanding afar off, 
would nat (v much as I'ft up his eyes 10 Heaven, but ſmote upon bis breaft,, ſaying, 
Go1 be merciful to me a ſinner, ver. 13. 1 tell you this man went down to bis bo E 
quftified rather than the other ; for every one that exalteth- bumſclf ſhall be 
ab ſ*d; and he that humbleth þ mſelf ſhall be exalted, ver, 14. 

Bur eſpecially above all, we are to treaſure up in our m2mories, that immedi- 
arely after our bl:{ſed. Saviour haſt therein ſpok:n of faith inthe 8. verſe, 
thar then in the ninth verſe he d th totally and utrerly condemn even all 
ſich Faith which doth truſt in m:ns ſelves, that they are* Righteous, 
( to wit in their on bodi's ) by whar Spirit ſoever , either from Hea- 
ven, 0. elſewhere that Righreouſnefſe is wrought in mens bodies; for if 
men truſt in th mſcly s chat try are righteous in their own bodies , 
you ſ-e b=loved thar our bleſfſcd Srwiour ( in thar his rerching parable ) 
ſpneth nons , nor excepteth nor any vne man that ſo truſteth in him-+ 
felf that he is Ri-hr-ovs in his on body , but he totally condemns even - 
21lt ſuch rob: prod Paariſers, and exalters of rhemſelycs, that they ſhall 
be abafed;ver.

A'F which proveth even 1nd-niably that our bleſſed Saviour doth there-, 
by diret and inſtrut men t» lay fat 11d off, and alfo ro abide in ſuch 
a Faith which confidech in himſclf- being . ithout men , and 'n his Righ- 
teouſn.fle wro"ght in his own perſon, which is without mens bodies, for men

what St. Paul ſaith in Philp. 3. 9. and take ſpecial notice of Hy/e.14. 9. and 
alſo of Ferem, 23. 6. ans F*r, 33.16, 

Thus 1 having proved that our blefſed Saviour doth totally condemn «<ven 
all mens truſting that chey are Riphrecus in their ewn bodics, vh.ch the 
Quakers do, and «cven by their Religion it (clf, even upon n«ceffiry mi ſt 
do; It now reſteth in the n:xt place that I do jrove that cven all thoſe 
called Quakers,are all of them aRing, even in no feer then a!! ard ev. y 
one of the wicked Phatiſaical proud Phariſees, v hich our bl d S»viour 
doth in his parable ſer forth to be the ipfallible marks of a proud boaſt:ng hyp 0- 
critical Phariſce. : 

But now before Ido rip open to view the Quakers Phariſaical forle in+ 
erals, | do crave leave to ſetforth the chiefeſt cauſe of all und:r Gd, why 
the Quakers who are rational people in other things, do y:t ſubmir them- 
ſevcs to be th:.s exceedingly Ty CO which chicfeſt cauſe is this, 
becauſe they proſt: ate themſelves ro be governed and taught by a helliſh 
deluding ſpirit> whom they call Chriſt, and they themſelves do prove this 
to be true for me; for in the 13. page of.their very highly eſteemed book, 
they call Sarans defign diſcovered , F:mes Nailer their great writing bro- 
ther Qiaker aff. meth thus, bor yer he, that the. Son ( to wit Chriſt the 
Son ) s a Spirit, and if he ſpeak, ir is .immediarely; but our blefſed Saviour 
Criſt the Son, doth prove him to be a helliſh lar; for he though rrue Chriſt 
the Son, doth by infallible arguments prove himſelf not to be a 'Spiric, bur 
was only a ſpiritualized humane man even from his ReſurreR'on; ſo rhar 
by his being then a Spi. itualiz-d rcal humane man , he could go into the 
the houſe when the doores were ſhut ; yer even then when he was ſo entered 
iato the houſe, he then and there declared his real humanity unto his Diſcip'cs, 

his ſhewing unto them h;s humane hands, and fide which was wounded ; ſee

was at tim-s v fib'y ſeen of men in his ſpiritualized rea} humanity, for the ſpace 
of 40. diyes aftcr his RefurreA'on; and then he » as in the ſame manner and hu- 
mane fu itualized b- x hg fleſh 1nd bon:'s viſibly teen-by men to aſcend up into 
heav.n cvenupf om the ea: thy& all the men on the carth,Quakiſh men & all, 
eo prov © all which, fee that famous infallible place of Scripwre, A#.1.10,11.and 
alſo Mat. 24. 30.2nd»6.64.& Mar.13,26.1 Theſ.4.17.RKev.1.9, thus much for the 
foundarion of their hell ſh error. 

A nd now b.loved, what more exce]lent infallible teſtimony can be found,expe&« 
ed,or by any man defiredgeither from heaven,or on ea: th,then onr Savior Chriſt 
the Son his teſtimony aforeſaid in Luke 22 36, is, ro prove that the Quakers 
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imagined Chriſt the Son, the Spirit who is of ſuch 2 clearly diſtint and abſo- 
ork contrary nature, efſence, and being, having neither fleſh nor bones, 
as our bleſſed Chriſt the Son hath. I ſay conſidering theſe undeniable di- 
ſtinguiſhing truths, what more excellent teſtimony can be had then our bleſſed 
Chriſts the Son is, to prove even againſt all denial.in the whole world , that the 
Quakers imagined Chriſt the Son; whom they prove is a Spirit, by whom they 
are governed and taught, is'of very certainty no Chriſt, bur is even cf certainty 
a Satanical, wicked helliſh deluding ſpirit having neither fleth nor bones as our 
bleſſed Chritt the Son hath, 

And to proceed where I formerly digreſt, I ſhall for witmneſlis ro thar their 
peat trial, bring them chiefly our of their own books, only raking notice of their 
ſaving in my hearing, that they have nofin in them, which falſe proud boaſt- 
ing ſaying of theirs doth give Sr. Fobn a juſt ground to prove them to be helliſh 
liars, where hefaith, if we have no ſin,we deceive our ſelves, and the truth is 20! 
in us, 1 John1.8. But noy beloved, let us note ſeriouſly, that Sr, Fohn ro prevent 
miſtakes, doth make three diſtintions concerning ſins; firſt tharthere is a finne 
that is not unto death, which is pardonable, and alſothat there is a ſfinne thar 
3s unto death , which h: intimareth is unpardonable. See x Fohn 5, 165-20. 
Secondlyhe diſtinguiſheth with Sr. Pay berwixe men having ſinne in their re- 
bellious ourward man or fleſh, which Sr. Paul had, and mens commirring of 
finn2 with the free and full conſent of their inward man and minde , which St. 
Paul did not ſo, Rom, y;and that thoſe that are born of God, have rhe fin thar 
is not unto death, ivirneſs his putting in himſelf, who was born of God, to be one 
ſinner,andS.F:mes his ſo confeſling,1/a.3. 2-and that thoſe who are born of God, 
neither do, nor can commit that unpardonable finne that is unto death, Sec 
1 Fohn 3.9. and 5. 16, 20. And thirdly, St. Fohn doth make a diſtin&ion be- 
rwixt Gods moral Law, commands paſt, and his Goſpel Law where he faith di- 
NinRly thus, This is his Commandement that we ſhould believe on the name 
of his Sonne Teſus Chriſt, r Fob 3. 22. and becauſe he ſaith in full effeR rhar 
he himſelf who was then bo. nof G-d , waseven then one ſinner, as in x Fob 
1>8. and faith alſo that he that commitrerh finne is of the Devil, r Fobn 3.8. 
which ſayings of his, ſeem to be flat contraryone to the other, if St, Fohn had 
not made theſe diſtintions berwixt mens having fin, and mens commuting fin, 
as aforeſaid , Sr, Fo'm had dir2&ly confured himſelf, but the Quakers do nor 
obſerve any of theſe plain diſtin&ions of St,Fohas, bur they do account thar all 
fins that is in men without any diſtin&ion of fins, are mens commitring .of ſins 
that ac: untodcath, who St. Fohs ſaith are of the Divel, and from hence the 
Quakers in their 58. page of their book they call Love to the loſt , do ſubſtanti- 
ally prove themſelves , who are ſuch ſelf-proved notorious frequent-commirrers 
of (ins, to be of the Divel and not of Chriſt , which is largely and firm- 
ly proved againſt them in my other book, page 4. 60. that hereby , and their - 
cloſe file 1ce in their replying bo-k and Quakiſh Letters, they not deviſing ſo 
much as any one paultry excuſe for all their manifold odious finnes, even of their 
perſonal tafts, 'which 1 charge upon them in my book , hereby they make th:m- 
ſelves appear to be ſuch wicked people, who willingly make lics their refuge, and 
to be of thoſe uho will glory in their ſhame. 4 

And now note what St, Fames ſaith againſt them , he ſaich 1n many things 
we offend all, Fames.3.

_ alſo that they are ſuch Phariſaieal exalters of themſelves, who ſhall b- abaſed, 
even by their own confeſſion alſo, for they commonly and conftantly affirm thar 

the Scriptures are true, 

And now behold bcloved , that in the ſecond page of their book they falſly 
call A ſhicld of the trurh, they —_ right Phariſees, do apply thar our bleſſed 
. Saviours ſaying, yeſha'l þ ow them by their fruits, Matth, 7. 16. in a legal ſence 
unto themſelves, as f they were perteR in legal holineſs, for therein they boaſt 
of no other bur legal fruits only » even ji ſt as the pround Phariſces boaſted of 
no other, for they do there hariſaically v- nt-r ro boaſt thus; We( to wit we 
Quakers ) wedefire ro be jadged according roour ſruits;z they there boaſt.ng 
of none bur legil fruits, and again in thewr records they do by way of adious 
deſpifing compariſons , th: y comparing their own Legal holy a&s, with others

And nou if you (elf-proved, deluded, and deluding Quakers, when you have 
proudly engrofſed even the whole glory of your Pharifaical, Legal, holy

But now behold yvu Quakers to your rotal confuſion ,. that if you in your 
pretended humility will yet ſtruggle and ſay ſo, that even the proud Pha- 
riſee did ſay, cven juſt ſo alſo; for he did not attribute the glory of his ho- 
ly, legal works unto himſclf, ro be of his own working , no more than you 
fl you do; for he in the very firſt place of all, did give ro God the

and figs upon ſuch hypocritical thiſtles, as you Ruakers have even undeniably 
proved your ſelves even infallibly to be.
